REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



With regard to the art rejections of record, applicant arguments that the prior art does not teach 



determining a global distance test value "based on a plurality of distance scores, each score corresponding 



to a number of pairs of residues in the correspondence within a pre-defined distance of a plurality of pre- 



defined distances" as now claimed. As stated in the Declaration by Dr. Zemla, using a single threshold 



value and pre-defined distance leads only to a sub-optimal alignment, and the optimal threshold value and 
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predefined distances cannot be determined a priori. In contrast, the claimed invention evaluates the 
intermediate local and global alignments to select the best local and global alignments. 

Further, with regard to the publication of Zemla et al. "LGA, a method for finding 3D similarities in 
protein structures" (Nucleic Acids Research, 2003, Vol. 31, No. 13; ["Zemla NAR"]) discussed at length in 
the Declaration by Dr. Zemla, Examiner acknowledges that, as pointed out by applicant, the provisional 
application (60/451,292) includes a paper by the same name at pages marked "4"-"9".
